in section 911 (9) of the Foreign Service Act of 1916, as amended, but is

This bill extends the educational travel authority to employees of those 


sovernaent agencies not presently eligible,. The language of subparagraph (B) 
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differs slightly from present statutory language in two respeota} 

(1) 4% limits the prohibition on payment of allowences when transportation 
to the United States is authorised for secondary education purposes to the 
12 momthe following arrival in the United States. Present statutory language 
has bean interpreted to prevent the authorization of educational travel for 
a child on whose behalf an educstion sllowance was granted in the first year, 
say, of secondary school even though the parent has been transferred to ancther 
post at which secondary education 4a not available. Subparagraph (B) is 
intended only to provide needed flexibility without changing the basic 
principle that education allowarces will not be available to a parent whose 
child has been transported to the United States at Government expense for 
the purpose of securing secondary education, and continues to be educated in 
the United States;
